We are just as 
tclevant as ever in the security 
sense” — - a reference to the 
continued presence here on the 
200JXKMx»n U.S. Seventh Aimy 
— “but for 25 years we were 
also prCrtsninent here in an 
eooDQiiuc sense. Vktoam. Wa- 
teignte and the economic 
weakeniiDg of the United States 
changed that and has produced 
today’s ambivalence. 

"T^ European Monetary 
Sysiem" — the just-fonned, 
eii^-nation currency group fo- 
thered mostly by Schmidt — 
“is the symbol of that. It re- 
flecte the perception that Ame- 
rican economic leadership and 
the .American currency, the 
symbol of national prestige, are 
botii lacking.” he said. 

"It also doesn't help to have 
an American ambassador run- 
ning around Germany exuding 
so much optinuon that the 
American economic problem is 
all under control now,” a bu- 
siness ex-ecutive in West Berlin 
says. ’’You can't seH tet to 
<vhv-aiwri Getmans anymore.'’ 

Diplomatically things «re 
cfanng in g , too. A leading figure 
within West Gumany's Free 
Democratic Party, part of the 
rulii^ coalition here, remarked 
privatdy (hat many pwty f^* 
ures an<t their colleagues 
around the country seemed to 
have much less contact with 
American officials in Germany 
ifae&e days. 

Tbe problem, toe party figure 
said, was compounded by less 
expertise on Gennan af&irs 
within the Carter admkustoation 
in Washington than in previous 
adznioistiatioaa a widespread 
complaint throughout West Ger- 
man diplomatic drcles.

B^des Uganda and Tanania. thm-e is fighting in Ethio- 
pia whh (he EriireaiB; tension, escplodes every other year 
botiweeu Zaire and An^la; Zambia is eameshtri ki the Rbo- 
dcsian liberation war; Chad is in the throes of perpeuiaj civil 
war with others repwtedly inwlved on the »ide of the rebels. 
The Arab states of the Maghreb: Morocco. Algeria and 
Mauritania are in a state of undeclared war. 

Whfle it may be true that the origins of these conlUcts are 
traced to the oolooial era and the axhitrary Aviaon of lerri- 
lories and faaphamrd creaiioa of states, it is uafortuoaie that 
the indqiendeot African states have Caked to rise to ^ occa- 
sioa and exercise the necessary prudence to coeadeA in peace. 

European ooioaialism io most of Africa ended tea to 
fifteen years ago, but most African states continue to fi^t each 
other, and often engage in luioou^ wans that <Mily make their 
•peojkes much more wretched aod their goals of sdf-devetop' 
meat much remoter. 

Like the Arab League, the Orgsmizatioa of African Unity 
takes tike blame for tids state of (fisarmy althoughi its a,^- 
logisQs pJawn that jt is ooly as good as its member states wisb 
it to be. 

It is unfoduoate, since the OAU could have been a use« 
ful instrument for peace and stabfiity. given the power to ! 
arbitrate. But it was aBowed to degenerate into a Unhed 
Nations-sxyle cMiating society -wtdle wars and focdgn-insiiga' 
ted rebeilions laged ail over the continent. 

Africa oontinues to Meed, divert what little hard curren- 
cy it has towards arms purchases at the expense of develop- 
ment projects and food for the starving masses.

The attack, in the Cbimoio 
region, was against the Ziior 
hahwe African National Libe- 
ration Army (ZANJLA) of Ro- 
bert Mugai^ a communique 
said. 

“No damage was meurred by 
any other building or pro- 
ipeity outside die complex,'' 
it said. 

It was the second cross-bor- 
der raid reported by Rhodesian 
fAaoes in the past two days. 
On Saturday the Military Com- 
mand said jets had bombed 
Patriotic Front bases in sou- 
thern Zambia. 

The military on Saturday 
said the air raids into Zambia 
had been aimed at smashing a 
build-up o£ guenilias of the 
Zimbabwe People’s Revolutio- 
nary Anny (3PRA) of Mu- 
gabe’s ally, Joduia Nkomo. 
Forces were being prepared 
near Livin^one to cross the 
Zambesi River into Rhodesia, 
he said. 

The military Monday denied 
reports from Lusaka that fur- 
ther bombing attacks on guer- 
riUa bases bad taken place in- 
side Zambia Sunday. 

Rhodesians had been await- 
ing large-scale retaliation aga- 
inst ZIPRA forces after the 
crash of an Air Rhodesia Vis- 


count airliner last Monday. 
ZIPRA daimed to have, shot 
down the plane, IdliDg all S9 
people on board. 

But military sources said 
Saturday's attack was not reta- 
liation, merely part of a con- 
tinuing operation against Pat- 
riotic Front forces in Zambia 
and Mozambique who had 
pledged to sma^ planned one- 
man. one-vote elections next 
April. 

The lost Rhodesian attacks 
into Mozambique r^orted by 
the Salisbury authorities took 
place early in December. 


Some camps of ^ Mozam- 
bique regidar anny, Frdimo, 
were also attacked in those 
raids because Rfaodeaan guer 
riiHas or their weapons were 
there, the military said. 

The latest raids were seen in 
Saiislniry as showing the tran- 
skional govemmeDt's detenni- 
nation to proceed with the elec- 
tions.
